To his Excellency DAINIEL D. TOMP KILNS, 
Esquire, Governor of the state of New-York. 
SIR, . ; - 
WE acknowlelge, with unfeigned gr atitude, 
the unmerited goodness of Divine Providence 
ards our common country. 


The duty ef legislating for a large and opu- 
ent state, 8 at all times important and highly 
responsibe. 


Whether the magnitude of that duty is enhan- 
ced at the present juncture by the convulsed 
state of the civilized world, and the great polit- 
jcal events constantly occurring, it 1s not our 

rovince to determine. — 

‘The powers constitutionally vested in the le- 

islatures of the particular states, do not au- 
thorise any interference on their part, with the 
foreign relations of the United States. Ii how- 
ever, the general government, to whose consid- 
eration this and many other topics embraced in 
your excellency’s speech, properly belong, shall 
require the co-operation of this house, In any 
measure necessary to Maintain the dignity and 
provide for the protection of the nation, the well 
known patriotism of this state is a sufficient 

ledge that such co-operation will be promptly 
and cheerfully afforded. 

The mournful picture which your excellency 
has drawn of the unhappy condition of the na- 
tions of Furope, and the moniiory lesson which 
ii furnishes to the American people, of the rapa- 
city and ambition of Princes, cannot fail to make 
a dc ep impression on every patriotic mind ; as 
men we sympathize sincerely with the sufferers, 
and as Americans we feel a deep solicitude to 
escape similar calamities. 

We have witnessed with strong emotions of 
indignation and resentment the aggressions on 
our neutral rights by the belligerents, but we 
have also scen with’ extreme regret, that those 
ageressions have not been met or resisted in a 
manner becoming the impartial state of neutral- 
itv, or by means consistent with the honor and 
resources of our country. . 

It does not comport with our sense of proprie- 
ty to assume the office of censors, on the con- 
duct ot the general administration : and there- 
fure we forbcar to enter into a discussion of the 
unutuned injurv we have received by the insult- 
ing attack on one of our public armed ships.— 
But as your excelicncy has been pleased to press 
the subje ct upon us, truth constrains us to ob- 
serve, that if such aconement has not been ex- 
acted and obtamed during the lapse of more 
than two years, When the act was acknowledged 
bv the nation whose officer committed it, to be 
wholly uawarrantabie : it is a mortifying proof 
either of the imbec.lity ofour nation or the want 
of energy in these who preside over its dest- 
Niecs. 

We have to lament that when calied upon by 
your excellency to recognize the constant evi- 
denees of a desire on our part to maintain a 
strict and impartial reutrality, those evidences 
were not exinbited to enable us te decide under- 
siaidingly on their merits ; and we are the more 
reluctant to express any opinion on this interest- 
ing point, when we refiect that the people are 
utterly unacquainted with the state of the nego- 
ciations between this country and one of the bel- 
liverents, with whom we have a subsisting trea- 
ty, and from whom we have received repeated 
and flagrant injuries, aggravated by the most hu- 
liiliating and writating circumstances. 

While on the one hand the administration has 
thought proper to disclose, as we have reason to 
believe, the whole of the correspondence relative 
to our differences with Great Britain, it has on 
the other hand given publicity only to detached 
and apparently mutilated extracts of the corres- 
pondence with France. 
if, as we are bound to presume, a full disclo- 
sure of the communications, with the latter gov- 
e:nment, is withheld from the public for cogent 
yeasons, we trust that it will not be deemed dis- 
recpecttul in us to withhold a blind recogmtion 
of the existence of “ constant evidences of a de- 
sive on our part to maintain” in fact, “a strict 
and impartial neutrality.” For although we freely 
ad suit that a reasonable conadence is due to the 
acd uinistrators of the general government, we 
cannot concede that it would accord with the 
duty of this branch of the legislature to commit 
itself on such an important point, without a full 
knowledge of every material circumstance con- 
nected with it. Such a step would in our opin- 
ion be an act of servile courtesy, unbecoming 
the representatives of a free and enlightened 
people. a, 

‘The disavowal on the part of Great Britain of 
the arrangement entered into by her minister 
with the United States, is, to us, a matter of deep 
concern, inasmuch as we participated in the live- 
ty satisfaction which the nation derived from the 
prospect of a speedy restoration of good under- 
standing and harmony between the two coun- 
tries. But when the accredited representative 
of the British nation has declared solemnly that 
it was disavowed because concluded in violation 
of express instructions to her agent, it would be 
rash in us without clearer evidence than we pos- 

ess of the insincerity of that declaration to im- 
pute the disavowal to bad faith. ‘ 

As your excellency may expect that in an- 
swering your speech we should express an o- 
pinion on the late rupture of the negociation with 
the British minister, 1t would be highly gratify- 
ing to us had you pointed out the impeachment 
by that gentleman of the veracity of our admin- 
istration, for in that case we should have appro- 
bated cordially the course of treatment which 
he has received. We have sought in vain for 
proof of the fact, and therefore we are at a loss 
to conceive how a measure calculated to close 
the door of accommodation and to precipitate 
the nation into acalamitous war, can merit the 
approbation of any American Who feels anxious 
to maintain the honor and preserve the peace 
and happiness of his country. 

Should the momentous duty of deciding upon 
the attitude which the United States shall as- 
sume in the present emergency, be performed 
with wisdom and fidelity by the agents to whom 
it is confided, we assure your excellency that we 
shall be among the first to render them the tri- 
bute of deserved praise. And should war en- 
sue, we shail cordially unite with our fellow citi- 
zens throughout the umon to meet the shock 
with all that firmness and zeal which real patri- 
Olism wii dictate. 

At the sume time we have no hesitation to de- 
clare that we are deciiedly opposed to a war, 
provided, it can be avoided consistently with our 
Rational honor and safety. 

We should consider it as one of the greates 
caiamitics to be mvolved in a war with the only 
Temaining European power which prevents a bar- 
Tier to that universal dominion, at which one of 
the beliigerenis manifestly aims. and to which 
he approaches wiih rapid and awful strides. It 
18 puoreover a lamentable truth that our country 
is unprepared to prosecute a war with either of 
the belligerents, Lowever necessary the measure 
Tay be. In all the essential means which that 
Geplorable state requires, as well for ofensive as 
detonsive operations, We are greatly detic. cnt, 
Sut move especially in the unportani and indis- 
Presse POGUISILE OF money.

Pray, sir, how came this man, the subject of 
your unqualified eulogium, in office ? Let me ask 
you a few questions.

than fumself ? 

These questions you must answer in the af- 
hmnutive. What, then, becomes of all your com- 
plaints on this subject? And what becomes of 
Lue ricketty pretensions of this redoubtable Uéel- 
sut-general? And how can you, weil knowing 
tuese facts, turn up your nose and yelp at the 
council of appointment for performing an ‘act 
not aly expedient, but perfectly just ! 

Thus much for the first-class of interrogato- 
rics. Now to the second, which relate to the 
manmer in which the great general executed his 
otilee.
